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THE MUSKRAT'S INTUITION. 


| As & Weather Prophet He Can Give Points

Judson Rockwell, of Wapping, has 
great confidence in the metcorological 
wisdom of the festive muskrat, and cer- 
tainly has some reason for bis faith. 
says a Connecticut correspondent of the 
New York Sun. He believes that a 
muskrat can foresee cold weather and 
floods three or fourdays in advance with 
far more accuracy than General Greeley 
can withall his expensive weather bu- 
reau. 

The muskrat is an odd animal, who 
builds his house in the shallow water of 
a pond or morass late in the fall, and his 
personal comfort hinges on his ability 
to foretell what the weather is going to 
be at long range. He must know when 
he puts up his comica) mud hut just 
how heavy the February and spring 
freshets will be, so that the topchamber 
of the house will be out of the wet when 
the freshets swirl about it. On sunny 
days in winter when the waters of the 
ponds are free of ice, the muskrat claws 
upon the subaqueous door of his dwell- 
ing and goes drifting about the 
sparkling lake, his sleek black 
nose and face just parting 
the waves and. leaving a _ long 
triangular wake spreading afar as he 
sails. On such days he lays in a supply 
of trout and other fish, which he catches 


expertly, lurking behind a stump or 


rock. But he must know two or three 
days in advance of. the approach of a 
cold wave that will fetter the pond, so 
that he can retire into his hutand solid. 
ly close up its submerged gate, bankin: 
it with turf. 

Judson Rockwell bas watched musk: 
rats for many years, being a veteran 
trapper, and his knowledge of their 
traits enables him to predict the advent 
of acold wave with a correctness that 


astonishes all his neighbors, who pin + 


their faith to the predictions of old 
probabilities. Early one March while 
Connecticut was basking in April-like 
sunshine and peopie in all parts of the 
State were killing striped snakes and 
picking dandelion greens, Judson visited 
his muskrat traps and found three fine 
minksin them. But it was by no means 
glee on account of bis profitable capture 
that irradiated his face as he went back 
tu Wapping and hastened to the village 
store with his budget of news. He had 
made a discovery, and as soon as he re- 
covered breath enough he recounted it. 
“The muskrats are closing up thet: 
holes,” said he, ‘‘and you can bet all 
you're worth we shall have a cold wave 
in less than four days. Now remember 
that.” Just three days later came the 
coldest weather of the winter, which 
flung a bridge of ice four or five inches 
thick across every lake. 

The muskyat sign is new and the cred- 
itof it belongs to Judson Rockwell, of 
Wapping.

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JACK TAR AT WORK. 


Just What a Sallor Mas to Do Each Day 
on Ship- 


The mate of a square-ricced mer- | 


chantman thus described the tife of an 


able-bodied seaman on a long voyage | 


to a New York Times reporter. A 
sailor may be said to begin his day's 
work with the “morning watch” at four 
o'clock, when he must turn out of his 


narrow bunk in the ‘“‘fo’castle” and tum- | 


ble upon deck prepared to scrub and 
wash down decks, which are always 
more or less badly stained with salt 
water and iron rust. Plenty of water 
for cleaning purposes is always near at. 
hand. and with the aid of buckets and 
ordinary brooms. brusbes or “‘squegees” 
Jack usually succeeds in making things 
tolerably clean. 

Lut if the ship is coming into port and 
the captain wishes the decks to look 
particularly white, Jack must go down 
on his hands and knees and scour the 
decks with al! the vigor of a charwoman 
with certain articles called “holy- 
stones.” Now. holystones are not treas- 
ured fragments of some classical shrine, 
but common-looking pieces of sandstone 
about the of a ODBrick, and it 
is not too much to say that poetry 
abandons the nautical mind when 
the holystoning process becomes neéces- 
sary. The operation is always long and 
laborious, and the only respite Jack has 
from this odious task is in polishing tar- 
nished brasswork or being ordered aloft 
toaitend to some troublesome sail or 
bitof running gear. Consequently, by 
eight o'clock, when he is relieved by the 
‘*‘forenoon” watch he has had suffcient 
excercise to get up an appetite for break- 
fast such as is rarely equaied or sur- 
passed by any thing human. 

This meal, year in and out, consists of 
a liberal supply of a bot, black, bever- 
age called coffee, which is stewed to 
distraction, and sweetened, if at all, 
with molasses. Then, there isa ship’s 
bread, porridge, or “burgoo,” and a 
species of hash called ‘“‘lobscourse,” 
which nobody but a bungry sailor was 
ever known to successfully digest. 
Jack, however, is providentially no epi- 
cure, but a gastronomic genius who dis- 
patches every thing to satisfy an organic 
craving with goatiike facility and relish, 
He then fills his pipe, spins yarns, or 
returns to his unambrosial bunk for a 
nap, while hisshipmates, the ‘‘forenoon 
watch,” are busy making things snug on 
deck and aloft. Indeed, it would be 
difficult to say what the ‘forenoon 
watch” will not find to do, for much de- 
pends upon the state of the weather. 

But yards must be constantly trimmed, 
according to the direction of the wind, 
sails furled and running-gear looked 
after, and, in addition to a seaman’s 
regular duties of setting and shortening 
sail, there is always plenty oi sail- 
mending, rope-splicing, spar-scraping, 
oiling, varnishing and painting to do, to 
say nothing of the dirty work of tarring 
the standing rigging and ropes occa- 
sionally. Then every man must take 
his turn or ‘‘trick” at the wheel, which 
is always a monotonous and extremely 
dangerous duty in bad weather. 

Well, at 11:30 the men who composed 
the “morning watch” are called to a 
dinner of hot pea soup, Doiled pork and 
a baneful piece of meat that no argu- 
ment will ever convince Jack is any 
thing but army mule or horse which has 
died a natural death. ‘Salt horse” is, 
therefore, the name bestowed by him on 
this tough-pickled substance, and he 
thinks himself lucky when it is followed 
by plumduff or “stickjaw pudding.” 
This sumptuous repast is then washed 
down with copious draughts of coffee, 
and after filling and dmoking the inev- 
itable pipe once more Jack feels invig- 
oraved and happy, and goes on deck as 
one of the “afternoon watch,” which re- 
lieves the “forenoon watch” at twelve. 

The “‘afternooa watch,” we will sup- 
pose, for brevity’s sake, is employed on 
deck with duties of the same nature as 
engaged the “forenoon watch,” and at 
four o'clock this watch isagain changed. 
So you see that, generally speaking, the 
men have four hours on duty and four 
hours off. But if this took place with 
undeviating regularity, it is evident 
that one set of men would always be on 
duty during the best part of the night— 
an arrangement that would be manifest- 
ly unfair. In order, therefore, that one 
watch should not have the long night's 
duty there are what we sailors call the 
“dog watches.” These watches are the 
hours between four o’clock in the af‘er- 
noon and eigbt o’clock in the evening. 
The “afternoon watch” accordingly go 
below at four o’clock and and come on 
deck at six, when they have two hours’ 
dog watch. Ateight o’clock they go be- 
low again, and thus by means of these 
dog watches the crew of a ship get al 
ternate nights of duty on deck. 

Jack lives on a floating house of busi- 
ness, which is continually carryirg him 
into unexpected labors. However, in 
moderate weather every thing is usual- 
ly made snug aloft between six and 
eight o'clock in the evening, when 
Jack’s work is finished for the day. He 
may, then smoke his pipe and sing his 
favorite song or “shanty” to his heart's 
content. But if during the next few 
hours or in the course of the night the 
barometer goes down and the weather 
looks ominous of a gale to windward, he 
bas to turn out of his snug corner in 
the forecastle at a moment's notice 
when he hears the boatswain shout: 
‘‘All hands shorten sail!” Now, this is 
one of the worst features of Jack’s life, 
for nine chances out of ten it is blowing 
great guns when he gropes bis way up 
on deck and crawls up the shrotds, and 
you can form no idea of the periluus 
momentum of a vessel's pitch until you 
have been on her upper yards or jib- 
boom trying to reef or furl sails in a 
heavy sea.
